DPW IDEA DEAD? 


From outward appearance, the 
Board of Selectmen, Monday night, 
maneuvered themselves into a pos- 
ition where they could ‘kill’ the 
proposal of Town Manager Gerald 
Bouchard, to have a legislatively 
approved Department of Public 
Works, in Wilmington. 

» * A week previously the Selectmen 

“ voted four to one to approve of a 
request for a change in the Town 
Charter, said request to go to the 
legislature by December 2nd. 

Monday night, in anaction start- 
ed after 11pm the Selectmen voted 
to reconsider four to one, 

Bender was the only selectman 
to vote against the DPW proposal 
of a week ago, saying that he felt 
there had been too little consider- 
ation, and that the proposal was too 
broad and sweeping for hasty action 

John Brooks was the only Select- 
man who did not vote for a recon- 
sideration this Monday, and it was 
noted that he had paled considera- 
biy in complexion, at the move to 
reconsider the actionwas voted, 


No Time 

The discussion, at about 9:30pm, 
turned to the proposal for a Depart 
ment of Public Works, in aroutine 
manner, Town Manager Gerald 
Bouchard told the Setectmen that 
he had just received a revision of 
the proposal from the Town Coun- 
Sel, and that he had not hadtimeto 
‘go over it’. 


‘Move the Question’ 


At lipm, with the meeting prac- 
tieally over, Se.ectman Charles 
Black asked the board ifthey want- 
ed to discuss the Department of 
Public Works proposal. 

Brooks; I am willing to discuss 
it anytime, 

Black discussed at length the pro 
blems that could result from hasty 
action on the proposal. He had ap- 
Proved of the idea a week ago, he 
Said, but felt differently now. 

Mr. Black excluded the present 
town manager from his remarks, 
and said that the proposal would 
give too much power. He hadbeen 
priviliged to serve with seven or 
eight town managers, and in many 
instances he felt that they had too 
much power, The proposal, he said 
would make it possible for a strang- 
er, new to the town, to fire (em- 


ployees) promiscuously, and then 
put on his hat and leave tomorrow. 

Bender moved for areconsider- 
ation of the vote of the previous 
week, 

Brooks objected, saying that Ben 
der should have brought up the move 
for reconsideration when the sub- 
ject was brought up in the agenda, 

Bender reminded the other mem 
bers that on Oct 19th he had made 
a motion to discuss the subject, and 
the board had voted and agreed that 
they would meet the following Wed- 
nesday evening, a meeting which 
never took place. 

He then moved’ the question, (Ed. 
Note: No debate is supposed to be 
held after a question has been 
‘moved’) 

Mr, Brooks, on a point of infor- 
formation, spent the next few min- 
utes discussing the need for a 
Department of Public Works, and 
the necessity for quick action. 

Bender then moved the question 


again. 

Chairman LaRivee suggested ha 
ving another meeting on Tuesday 
night. The subject of a later date 
was then thrown open, with each 
Selectmen making suggestions, and 
other selectmen saying that they 
could not attend on such and such 
a time, 

Bender moved the question for 
a third time, 

Mr Bouchard spoke up, to say 
that if the Selectmen were going to 
discuss the proposed change tothe 
charter he should not be present, as 
it was under the charter that he, as 
an employee, worked. 

Bender moved the question a 
fourth time, 

Mr LaRivee began to discuss the 
wording of the motion, Brooks took 
time to explain the wording of the 
motion to the chairman.

Effective at closing time Friday 
evening, the North Wilmington post 
office will be no more.

A contract station will be main- 
tained in the Elia block, adjacent to 
Elfa’s Country Market, for the sale 
of postage stamps and money or- 
ders, and for the mailing of par- 
cels, There will be no delivery of 
mail from the Contract Station. 

Hours for the station will be from 
8am to 5pm Monday thru Friday 
(8 hours) and from 8am to noon on 
Saturday, 

Ali mail delivery will now be 
from the Wiimington post office, 
which will have six City Deliv- 
ery routes and three Rural De- 
livery routes for mailmen. The 
post office will have a total of 21 
employees, not counting the post-

LETTER 


November 8, 1964 
Dear Friends: 

‘Once again I would like to bring 
you up to date on my slow but re- 
warding travels. When lastI wrote 
you through the TownCrier 1 was 
visiting an Irish farm family. Ileft 
them on the 25th of July. 

I went to Dublin by way of Wick- 
law Valley, and was much im- 
pressed by the beautiful scenery, 
After a few days in the capital with 
some friends I continued through 
the norther part of the Republic 
of Ireland and crossed in the six 
counties which are still ruled by 
England, I found the pace much 
more suitable with the motor-scoo 
ter than I had with the bicycle, 
although I must admit that the lat- 
ter is much better for leg con- 
ditioning. 

At the town of Larne I saw the 
last of the ‘Emerald Isle’ as the 
boat made its way towards my par- 
ents’ homeland, Scotland, 

From the port of Stranraer I fol- 
lowed the west coast to Paisley, 
the city in which my mother was 
born and raised, I stayed with, 
and visited many relatives and at 
last had a chance to visit the many 
Places of which Ihad so often heard, 

I went sailing on the River Clyde 
to Holy Loch where the Polaris 
submarines are based, and also 
saw the Edinburgh Military Tattoo, 
which might bring back pleasant 
memories to some of the people of

I might mention that Princess 
Street, in Edinburgh Is like a line

After Paisley I continued up 
the .western coast into the High- 
land, past Loch Lomond, Glen Coe, 
and on to the Isle of Skye which 
probably contains some ofthe most 
beautiful and rugged scenery in 
Scotland.

had it not been for the scenery on 
the way, 

Aberdeen was my next stop from 
which I followed the east coast 
south through Dundee to Mussel- 
burgh, the birthplace of my father. 

In a small coal-mining town 
about 10 miles from Edinburgh 
I visited relatives and became ac- 
quainted with the surroundings of 
my father’s childhood, 

During my stay here I visited 
Edinburgh several more times and 
had the privilige of driving across 
the new Forth Bridge, two days 
after the Queen had officially open- 
ed it, Two weeks after my arrival 
at Musselburgh Ileft for Newcastle 
England, where I would start my 
boat trip to Norway. 

I might mention that I am still 
travelling with all the equipment 
and luggage that I had on the bi- 
cycle, plus a suitcase which had 
been sent ahead to Ireland, 

With all of this, including my 
guitar, on a motor-scooter I have 
received some curious looks, But 
the guitar is is faithfully serving 
as a universal means of meeting 
People, I can not begin to estimate 
its value thus far,, 

After a rough 24 hour boat ride 
across the North Sea I got my first 
view of Scandinavia at Bergen, in 
Norway, which was very wet while 
Iwas there, 

From Bergen I crossed the Nor- 
wegian Mountains, through Gello, 
a large ski resort, and continued 
on to Oslo, the capital, Inhonesty, 
this road was one of the poorest 
routes I have used, About 50% 
of the road is covered with dirt 
which becomes very dangerous for 
cyclists when tt rains, Onthe other 
hand the scenery made the con- 
ditions more bearable, 

Climbing the rocky mountains 
east of Bergen, I could imagine the 
area as it might have been in the 
time of the Vikings, 

The rushing streams and the 
many beautiful waterfalls not only 
provide subjects for the camera 
but also a plentiful source ofelec- 
tric power, Many scenes are like 
those you see in Prince Valient 
in the Sunday comics, 

The houses are very neat and 
brightly painted, regardless of 
how remote they may be, A sur- 
prising structure in the area is 
the wooden stave church, Many of 
these have been standing in good 
condition since the 11th Century, 

In Oslo I saw the three Viking 
ships, which date back from 800 AD 
and the original raft known as Kon- 
Tike, which took six men from Peru 
to Polynesia in 1947, The voyage 
required 201 days. 

From Oslo I crossed the uncon- 
trolled border into Sweden, and 
took two days to drive to Stockholm, 
The standard of living 1s higher in 
Sweden than it is inthe other Scan- 
dinavian countries, and goods are 
more expensive there, 

The youth hostel in the capital 
city is a beautiful ship anchored in

sisters and one brother. The entire 
family is musically inclined and 
two of the children play the zither, 
Three ofthem speak English, which 
has helped me in learning more 
German, However, as you can 
imagine, some comical situations 
arise in trying to convey an idea 
with an insufficient amount ofalan- 
guage. 

It’s now getting quite cold here 
for the motor scooter, so P've 
cided to head for Spain andthe Med- 
iterranian area soon. I expect to 
see France, Belgium, Luxembourg, 
and Holland in the spring and then 
continue: on my world circling tour 
which might take two years at the 
current rate of travel, 

I can’t imagine any book or other 
source of knowledge that couldgive 
me the education and the priceless 
experiences I’ve been enjoying for 
six months. 

One of the sagest people I know in 
Wilmington will confirm this, He is 
George Spanos, whose dedication to 
people, especially the young, is ex- 
ceeded only by his unselfish will- 
ingness to help them, Ihope tohave 
a long talk with our ‘mayor’ when I 
return, 

Other than reccomending the 
Deutsches Museum in Munich and 
the city itself, I will not attempt 
to fill in more detail at this time, 
Ihave taken more than 300 color 


slide pictures and with these and 
my daily log, I'm sure [ll be able 
to converse in particulars when I 
once again see Wilmington,
